Both firms have 
been largely concerned in speculative 
stock market pools, formed for the pur- 
pose of taking on a line of stocks, sus- 
taining thefr prices by supporting orders, 
real or manipulative, seeking to realize 
profits by selling out to outsiders at 
the high prices. Such operations have 
puffered from increasing difficulties, with 
the gréwth in the stringency of money,

FR FROM THE GUARDS 
CUTS DOWN RING LEADERS 


(«@ 
Barricaded in the Mine, Prisoners 
Are Defying: the Authorities.” 
Men Resented Punishment 
of°One of Their 
Number. 


The, felony convicts in the Dade coals 
Ga., are in revolt 


mines at Goal City, 
and the mutiny has resulted tn the fatal 
ounding of the ringleaders, shot down 
at the entrance of the mines by . state 
guards. One hundred and twenty-five 
convicts, constituting the day shift, have 
barricaded themselves in the shaft of the 
mine and have refused to come out. 

Arzument has been abandoned and-the 
fire which resulted in the fatal wounding 
Of two of the.men, ome from the guards 
after the stubborn refusal of the convicts 
to leave the shaft. 

Origin of the Mutiny. 

The trouble arose over the punishment 
of one of the convicts for an infraction 
of the rules. 

When the men working on the day 
shift heard of it they began making 
threats, and under the advice of several 
of the most desperate men all the con- 
victs of the day shift refused to come 
out of the minggwhen the hour arrived to 
change shifts, and they had «been ordered 
to do so by the guards. 


No Way of Escape. 
Those in the foremost ranks of the 


revoiting conviets huried epithets and 


} missiles at the guards and the latter fired 


. The -rest ..of the. convicts 
then. fled further ffito the mine and de- 
fiéd the “guarde to follow them. There is 
no Way*for them to escape from the 
mine, and to stibdue them the guards 
will have‘to starve them out. 

It is possible that the convicts’ antici- 


pating such a mutiny have prepared for 
| a seige by secreting food in the mines 


and are therefore ready to defy the 


guards for an indefinite period. Since the 
only road to escape fs at the mouth of 
the mine the prison®rs are powerless 
without arms and can only bring about 2 
loss of time and money to the company 
by their defiance. 

Prison Commission Notified. 

Chairman Turner, of the state prison 
commission, received the following iele- 
gram yesterday afternoon from J. D. 
Goode, deputy warden in charge of the 
Coal City camp: 

“One hundred and twenty-five miners 
in quarters. Refuse to come out. Please 
advise.”’ 

This telegram gave none of the partic- 
ulars, and Deputy Warden Jake Moore 
was ordered to go at once to Coal City. 
He was instructed by Chairman J. §S. 
Turner to be firm but patient with the 
ment, and in any event to avoid blood- 
shed. | 

The serious clash between guards and 
Occurred shortly before 6 
o'clock and several hours before the ar- 
rival of Deputy Warden Moore. 

Bad Characters Held There. 

The Dade coal mines are located about 
50 miles from Chattanooga, and are work- 
ed by Georgia convicts. The total force 
of convicts there is about two hundred, 
one hundred and twenty-five of whom 


the convicts 


work in the day time and the rest at 
night. Among the convicts are a number 
of mer sentenced to life imprisonmenft 
and several desperate characters, the most 
of the convicts being negroes. 

The Coal City mines are the prope 
of the Georgia Iron and Coal Company, 
of which Joel Hurt, of this city, is pres- 
ident. 

Mr. Hurt was asked about the matter 
yesterday by a representative of |The 
Constitution but had no further informa- 
tion than did Judge Turner. 

The Coal City camp is one to which 
many of the worst characters among the 
felony convicts of the state are sent, Mr. 
Hurt said. Many of them are desperate 
men, and there are @envicts there who 
have been in the mines for years, some 
of them serving life sentences. This ‘is 
not the first time there has been trouble 


of this kind at Coal City. Traditions of 


other mutinies have been handed down to 


the newcomers by the older men, in great- 


ly exaggerated shape, with the result that 
their minds become imbued with the sedi- 
tious ‘spirit, and they are ready tor any 
opportunity that presents itself. ~ 
A Strong Barricade. , 
The compahy has a strong barricade,

Four Additional Indictments

Washington, July #%4.—Four indictments 
resulting from the postal investigation 
are likely to be returned by the federal 
grand jury in Washington on Monday. 
This is the first of the jury deliberations 
at which Pastmaster General Payne hint- 
ed just before his departure on his ten 
days' cruise along the coast. 

The jury has had the cases under con- 
sideration for a long time. They involve 
contract matters closely related to trans- 
actions, which already have resulted at 
sweeping- action on the part of the in- 
vestigating -officials. It is understood 
that three postal officials and a contrac- 
tor are involved. One of these parties is 
not a resident of Washington.

HARD FIGHT COMING

Contest Between the Rampolla 
and Anti-Rampolla tactions 
Will Be Sharp, 


ELECTION Of RAMPOLI 
vERY MUCH IN OOUBT 


If Rampolla Fails To Win Prize, He 
May Still Be Able To Name Leo’s 
Successor — Linzs Being 
Drawn Among the 
Cardinals. 


Rome, July 24.—The nearer the conclave 
approaches the more the distinct ten- 
dencties are shown in the sacred, college, 
especially among the cardinals of thé 
curla. that is to say, those livi in 
Rome, but in which the cardinals from 
the provinces as well as the foreign car- 
dinals cannot help participating. These 
two tendencies spring from the person- 
ality of Cardinal Rampolla as the great 
struggle continues to be in his favor or 
against him. 

If Rhmpolla finds on the first ballot 
that he has a considerable number of 
votes he Will try again. If he has few 
votes and one of his opponents has many, 
he will renounce his chance and he and 
all his friends will support, first, Car- 
dinal Gotti, with whom he now has come 
to some such a@greement, and attempt 
to raise Gotti to the supreme office with 
Rampolla as an ally. 
the maintenance of 
on exactly the same lines and entrusted 
to the same men. But Gotti inspires 
great distrust because, as he belongs to 
the religious orders, he would render the 
situation of the papacy extremely diffi- 
cult at the’ present moment, considering 
the conditions prevailing in France, Spain 
and the Philippines. It seems, therefore, 
almost sure that, if at the first ballot it 
is not probable that Gotti can be suc-. 
cessful, this section of the sacred college 
will: decide on Cardinal Di Pietro, one 
of Rampolla’s most faithful followers. 


Rampolla a Sicilian. 

Rampolla being a Sicilian can count 
On the two Sicilian eardinals.. One ,of 
them, however, Cardinal Celestia, arch- 
bishop of Palermo, is so old (he is almost 
9%) that his relations strongly oppose his 
going to’ Rome to attend the conclave. 
For political reasons all Spanish cardi- 
nals are favorable to Rampolla, besides 
a dozen Italians, thus making a total 
of %. But to be elected pope it is neces- 
sary to get altogether over forty votes, 
as of the present sixty-four cardinals not 
more than two ofr three will’ be’ absent _ 
from the conclave. 

The anti-Rampolla tendency has. more 
prominent «candidates, such as Cardinals 
Oreglia,. Serafino Vannutelli, Satolli and 
Agilardi, which will cause wii@iculty tn 
arriving at any egteement On any One 
of them.

Rome, Zuly 24.—The report generally 
circulated tMat the body 
was beginning to sMow signs of. decom- 
position caused great excitement; 
is now contradicted by the doctors. Many 
people who had decided to visit the 
chapel of the sacrament in St. Peters on 
the last day of the lying in_ state, and 
thus avolding the crowd, hurried there 
today, fearing tha? ff would be buried to- 
night, while many persors in the prov- 
inces took the first trains to Rome, 
which resulted in a gathering at St. 
Peters larger than that of yesterday. 
Otherwise the scene was practically the 
same. The work of the soldiers and 
police on duty was more arduous, owing 
to the burning sun and dust and the 
struggle to enter the cathedral, the faint- 
ing of women, screaming of children and 
the quarrels of the men. However, no 
grave incident has so far been reported. 

Dr. Lapponi, in the face of the double 
test of the efficiency of his process of 
embalming. went with the other, doctoms 
today to examine the body of the pope, 
and found it to be in a perfect state of 
preservation. The dark. color assymed by 
the face was attributed to the smoke 
of tiie many candles burning around.

hand. William Britton was found at his 
home. 10 miles in the country, last night 
@nd is now in jail. He had a hearing 
before Judge Cardwell when Charles 
Green. the witness who says he was 
“standing bv Jim Cockril! when he was 
-ghot. identified the prisoner. The antt- 
Cockrill people are active and an open 
@lash is hourly expected. 


Charles Green. who testified that he 


-@aw men with Curtis Jett when the lat- 


ter is alleged to have shot Cockrill and 
that he could identify them if he saw 
them, was teken again before the grand 
jury today. Spicer and Britton were 
Presented to him. He said they were not 
the men he saw with Jett when the shot 
Was fired that killed Town Marshal 
Thomas Cockrill. 

‘Tt is stated tonight that threats had 
been made against Charles Green and 
that he was intimidated so that he fafled 
‘to identify the alleged assassins of James 
Cockrill before the grand jury. Ht is 
now charged that the pending investiga- 
tion of the grand jury has been so inter- 
rupted by intimidating some witnesses 
and preventing the appearance of others 
that it is deemed useless to continue the 
investiagtion. 

By a vote of 8 to 4 the grand jury fe- 
fused to indict Deputy Sheriff William 
‘Britton on the charge of being accessory 
in murdering Town Marshal James Cock- 
rill. The jury also failed to indict As- 
bury Spicer. Witness Charles Green tes- 
tified that he recognized two men, whose 
names he did not know, with Curtis Jett 
when the three shot Cockrill from tne 
court house window. On the strength of 
this Britton and Spicer were arrested, 
but Green's failure to identify them as 
the murderers so weakened the evidence 


_ against the men that the grand jury re- 


fused to indict. Green was brought and 
kept here under duress and has been. in 
a state of terror since he came. Green 
Was taken back to Lexington by a> de- 
tachment of soldiers. ies 

As Riley Coldiron came from the grand 
jury room he was arrested by Sheriff 
Callahan for perjury. Coldiron testified 
that Britton and Spicer were with Curtis 
when Town Marshal James Cockrill 


refused to indict Coldiron, 
pelease as well as that of Spicer and Brit- 
ton. because of insufficient evidence. The 
anti-Cockrill people are openly jubilant

FRANKLIN CASE 


NOW WITH JURY. 


Judge Jones Flays State 


Magistrates for Violations 
of Law. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 24.—(Special.)— 
The case of the United States against 
R. N. Franklin, charged with holding 
Pat Hill, a negro, in a condition of peon- 
age, is now in the hands of the jury. 

W. M. Lackey closed the arguments 
for the defense and District Attorney 
Reese closed’ for the government. 

Judge Thomas G. Jones then charged 
the jury. He explained peonage and what 
constituted peonage, telling the jury of 
the famous New Mexico case which 
caused congress to pass the peonage 
statue. He told how it @ffected the ter- 
ritory and said the people became much 
degraded. He said peonage means slavery 
for debts in its last analysis. The judge 
said the proceedings before W. A. Couse, 
a supposed magistrate, where the negro 
was fined, was absohitely void and out- 
rageous. The whole thing was lawless, 
violating the rights of citidens. A mag- 
istrate has no authority to order the 
arrest of a man unless a warrant is is- 
sued except when the offense was com- 
mitted in his presence. He said Hill was 
never convicted and he left it with the 
jury whether or not Hill was taken to 
Pace's farm voluntarily or not... If Hill 
went voluntarily, Franklin was not gulil- 
ty. Contirhing, the judge said that the 
counsel tor the defendant spoke of the 
negro as a so-called citizen. The judge 
said a man is a citizen whether he can 
vote or not and that nobody loves a gov- 
ernment that would not protect him. 

The counsel for the defense reserved 
exceptions to the charge. It is not ex- 
pected that the jury will reach a verdict 
tonight. The judge's charge, although 
strong, was very conservative. 


BIBLE SCHOOL 
DID NOT DRAW 


Negro Preachers of Colum- 
bus Were Afraid of Sup- 
posed ‘‘Inspectors.”’ 


Columbus, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)—Rev. 
W. B. Rankin, who came to Columbus 
several] days ago to hold a Bible confer- 
ence for negro preachers under the 
auspices of the John C. Martip educa- 
tional fund, left this afternoon for Dub- 
lin, Ga., where the next conference will 
be held. The conferences are for the pur- 
pose of educating and elevating the negro 
ministry. 

“For the first time in two years we 
have made a failure,” said Rev. Mr. 
Rankin. “The negro preachers in Colum- 
bus would not cooperate with us. Ail 
were invited out to our confeernces, but, 
with the exception of the opening day, 
oniy four or five came. The impression 
got out in some way that we were ‘In- 
spectors’ of some sort, and after that 
we could not induce them to attend. In 
other places, though, the conferences have 
been well attended. We will close our 
Georgia campaign with a big conference 
in Atlanta.”’ 

Will Be Buried at Chester. 

Columbus, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)—Dr. 
Jghn Evans Walker, who died at his home 
in this city late last night, will be buried 
Sunday at Chester, 8. C., his old home. 

Dr. Walker's death was a great shock 
to the community, as he was out on the 
streets only yesterday. Death, which 
came after a few hours’ iliness, was due 
to hemorrhase of the brain. He was one 
of the most prominent and successful 
physicians in Columbus, and personally 
was very popular, his genial tempera- 
ment and magnetic manners winning him 
friends readily. 

Dr. Walker was born forty years ago at 
Chester, 5. C. He received his literary 
education at Vanderbilt university, and 
afterwards attended the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons. He studied for sev- 
eral years in New York and Berlin. He 
came to Columbus fourteen years ago. 
Besides his wife, who was Miss Nanna 
Lamar, he is survived by his mother and 
two sisters, who reside in South Carolina. 


North State Sons Organize. 

Macon, Ga.. July 24.—(Special.)—Some 
two dozen natives of the Tar Heel state 
now residents of Macon. met tonight in 
the council! chamber of the city hall, and, 
after being called to order by Mayor 
Bridges Smith, perfected the “Organiza- 
tion of Resident North Carolinans,”’ and 
elected Rev. J. I. White, of the First 
Baptist church, president, and Wx 
May, secretary. 

Committees on arrangements, pro- 
gramme and invitations were appointed, 
and elaborate preparations made _ for 
North Carolina day at the coming state 
fair. The association decided to invite 
as speakers on that day, Governor Ay- 
cock, Senator Simmons apd Hon. Robert 
B. Glenn, of North Carolina, together 
with Hoke Smith and Judge Henry G. 
Turner. of Georgia. C . 

It Is the intention of the association to 
have in Macon during the fair many 
North Carolinans, and the arrangement 
committee will confer with the railroad 
officials to secure reduced rates Gen- 
eral Julian Carr, with his staff of con- 
federate veterans; will be asked to at- 
tend, together with the prominent edit- 
ors and college presidents of the North 
State. 

The meeting was an enthusiastic one, 
and will be followed by une on Septem- 
ber 4, when final arrangements« will be 
made.

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FEARING DEATH. 
‘HEBREWS FLEE 


Kishinef Massacre To Result 
in Flow of Immigration 


Many of Those Who Will Come to the 
United States Are Undesirable. 
How the Steamship Com- 
panies Evade Immi- 
gration Laws. 


? 


Washington, July 25.—(Spectal.j—The 
arrival of a flood of Hebrew immigrants 
in the United States will be one of the 
results of the Kishinef massacres, accord- 
ing to a report that has just been re- 
ceived by Commisioner General of Im- 
migration Sargent from Marcus Braun, 
confidential agent of the immigration bu- 
reau in Europe. 

Mr. Braun says that very few of those 
who would be desirable acquisitions to 
the population of the United States are 
willing to leave the country. He was in- 
formed by a wealthy Hebrew a mem- 
ber of the relief committee, that the 
committee had under advisement the ques- 
of sending a large number of faqilies 
to the Unjted States by wav of Copen- 
hagen. When Mr. Braun called his atten- 
tion to the fact that under the immigra- 
tion laws of the United States, assisted 
immigrants were not admissible to the 
Wnited States, the committeeman said 
that that matter would be left to the 
Jewish Colonization Association and the 
B'Nai Brith in the United States. 

How Immigrants Are Aided. 

As illustrating the way in which the 
Jewish immigrants are ajded in coming 
to the United States, Mr. Braun says thab 
ke found that there was a regular ship- 
ment of about 300 Jews per week from 
RoumMania to America. A few of these 
go to Canada, but the great majority of 
them are bound for the United States. 
They are in charge of Jewish societies, 
but he was told that they were not as- 
sisted financially. It was represented to 
him that they simply asked and received 
the moral support of the Jewish ‘socie- 
ties to avoid trouble with the guthoritics 
of the countries through which 
passed. 

Mr. Braun traveled through Russia and 
visited many of the centers from which 
the United States receives a large pro- 
portign of the Hebrew immigration. He 
Says: 

“From personal interviews with a great 
number of these would-be immigrants, I 
found them to be absolutely of the unde- 
sirable class. But by the time they ar- 
rive at som@ pore of the United States. I 
am afraid they are welt instructed and 
purified.’ 

In 3 separate report from Jassy, Rou- 
mania, Mr. Braun says that -he talked 
with an emplovee in a steamship tmmi- 
gration bureaw, who “‘bluntiv answered 
my question as to why they bvok so 
many immigrants to the United States by 
way of Canada as follows: ‘You 
there. are two reasons, in the first place 
the control at Canadian ports is ngt as 
strict, and, second, it is about twenty ru- 
bles cheaper.’ 

“At my further questioning as to why 
they fear the contro} which is established 
at the ports of the United States, he said 
that in many instances an immigrant 
family has one or two members suffering 
from trachoma, and, on account of that. 
the whole faily is sent back. ‘It is true,’ 
he further said, ‘that the Canadian au- 
thorities are not so strict about it when 
they find that the immigrant in question 
g0es to the United States.’ 

“I asked whether he was aware that 
inspection at the Canadian border 
was just as strict as at any seaport - f 
the United States and he told me that he 
was, but that these immigrants, having 
in most cases relatives in the United 
States, are instructed by them to stay in 
some place in Canada until they call for 
thenr, and that these instructions are car- 
ried Out in every case.”’ 


Avoiding Contract Labor Laws. 


Mr. Braun reports that while in Vienna 
he investigated the methods employed to 
avoid the alien contract labor jaws and 
found that those laws. are laughéd at. In- 
tended immigrants are put through a 
course of instruction, as a result of 
which they are able to meet all of the 
questions asked. The business af supply- 
ing stave cutters for the Tennessee woods 
is carried on extensively in Vienna. La- 
borers urder contract as stave cutters 
are sent to Newport News or Galveston 
and from thence to Tennessee by rail. 
At Fiume, Austria, Mr. Braun found a 
large traffic in United States passports 
and naturatization papers. 

Mr. Braun expresses the opinion that 
2% per cent of the undesirable immigrants 
could be kept out of the United States if 
all the “little tricks and crooked prac- 
tices of the immigration agents we-e 
known. He is continuing his investiga- 
tions and is furnishing information that 
will probably be made the (basis of 
charges against many of the steamship 
companies and their agents. He says 
that a favorite route by which undesirable 
immigrants are gotten into. the United 
States is by sending them to Mexico and 
then getting them across the border int> 
Texas at séme place off the railroad 
where there are no immigration or cus- 
toms Officials.

Public Printer Palmer Does Not Be- 
lieve Bookbinders Will Quit. 
Washington, July 24.—-W. A. Miller,. the 
foreman of a division in the govew ment 
printing office, a¢ainst whose reinstate- 
ment the printers’ union {s fighting, ap- 
peared at the government office today, 
and tomorrow morning will report for 
duty under instructions of Public Printer 
Palmer. The bookbinders have positively 
announced that they will walk out if 
Miller goes to work, and that the allied 
trades will take sympathetic action. The 
civil service commirsion issued a certifi- 
cate of reinslatement which reached the 
public printer about noon today and Mr.

Acting Recorder Styron Dismisses 
Case for Drunk- 


ness. 

Councilman Styron,

The resolutions adopted are in part 4s 
follows: 

“Your committee on the condition of 
the country beg leave to make the fol- 
lowing report: 

“We find the entire country in a general 
upheaval, the air rife with a confusion, 
that is akin to @ monstrous massacre. 
A blot that will chronicle any country 
@s entitled to a place in anarchy. 

“Prolonged agitation of the race pro- 
blem has chrystallized a sentiment which 
has almost totally disregarded law anda 
Supremely enthroned lawlessness and 
mobism by the wholesale. 

“We bitterly condemn the heinous 
crimes so often charged to our people. 
Such crimes are brutal, vicious and de- 
Served the most severe punishment that 
the law is allowed to inflict. They mar 
Our civilization, hinder our progress and 
stamp us as villains. 

“We equally condemn and regret that 
It is evident that the mightiest civiliza- 
tion on earth should resort to so in- 
human and bloody work as tO lynch a 
fellow-being without due process of law. 

"We cOmmend our own Georgia because 
her great dailies are pleading for simple 
justice and she is establishing herself as 
an advocate for right and has especially 
placed herself on record by censuring 
both crime and lynchine. and especially 
by her stand in educating the negro and 
defeating the bill to separate the school 
tax.

Lexington, * Ky.. July © 24.—(Special.)— 
Charged with the murder of A. B. Chinn, 
an aged and respected citizen of Lexing- 
ton, g confederate veteran and a pros- 
perous merchant, on October 11, 1902. 
Earl Whitney, of Nashville, and Claude 
O’Brien, of Memphis, both aged 19, were 
hanged here this ‘morning. 

Two priests entered the 
o'clock this morning and 
the ccmmunion. The boys ate a hearty 
breakfast. At 7:30 they were dressed for 
the scaffold, and at 7:57 the death march 
began. - The drop fell at 8:08. 

Both declared that they were ready 
to go, and Whitney went to the scaf- 
fold with a smile on his face. O’Brien 
muttered a prayer as the deputy tied 
his hands. Neither made a statement, 
but shook hands with the priests before 
the black caps were placed. 

Crime for Which They Died. 

The crime was,the worst, probably, in 
the history of -Lexington, excépting the 
murder of Bettie Shea by Tom O’Brign in 
1889. “s e 

The Woys, who were well on the road to 
the point of professionalism as burglars, 
had entered the residence of Addison B. 
Chinn, on Maxwell -streets.in quest of 
money. Chinn ‘was a. prosperous mer- 
chant, being the senior nmfember of the 
firm of Chinn’ & Todd, the largest’ dry 
goods. hause in. Lexingtgn: His home was 
a story and.a half cottage of modern 
fancy design. 

Residing with him were his mother in 
law, Mrs. Rynvyon, and her son, a bach- 
elor brother of Mrs. Chinn, and Chinn’s 
son, Asa Chinn. The young man had just 
returned, about 2 o’clock, from a.german 
at Merrick lodge. 
of Qctober 11, and he had not gone to 
sleep when he. heard his mother cry out, 
‘“‘Murder!’’ 

Taking his revolver, he ran to the door 
of the bed chamber of his parents. He 
saw the flash of a revolver and the bur- 
glars start for the door when he ap- 
proached. He began shooting and soor 
found himself woynded and laying on the 
floor in a pool of blood. His ynele came 
down stairs and found the father lging 
in the doorway of his bed room dead, 
and the son lying midway of the hall, 
uncongcious. The elder Chinn had heen 
shot throtigh the chest and Asa had sev- 
eral wounds.

for fresh air. Asa was able to tell of 
the battle he had with the men but 
could give no description of them. He 
said he thought he had wounded one of 
them, but was not certain. The elder 
Chinn had been shot ag he sat on the 
side of bis bed, pleading for his life and 
telling them to search the house. 

The widow’ was grief stricken and 
could give no accurate description ex- 
cepting to say that they wore masks, 
were of medium heighth and boyish-look- 
ing. Taking these clews, the detectives 
began work on the case, found both men 
and secured a eonfession. The town was 
so full of tramps that it was a difficult 
undertaking. 

Attempts at Delivery Made. 

Twice friends of O’Brien attempted to 
secure his escape from the prison. Once 
a package of newspapers arrived from 
Memphis hy’*'mail addressed to O’Brien 
and opening the bundle, Jailor Wallace 
found six fine. steel saws tempered to 
cut iron. Correspondence with the boy’s 
mother showed that she and her son, 
John, had arranged to liberate the boy, 
but no action was taken against them. 
During her visit here a search of O'Brien's 
cell revealed six more fine Steel saws, 
similar to the ones that came wrapped 
in the newspapers from Memphis. Had 
O’Brien and Whitney gotterl to use the 
Saws and had" they succeeded fn filing 
through ‘the bars eleven alleged miurder- 
ers might hiave been liberated, but the 
jail at the present time holds that num- 
ber of men held for this crime. 

Claude O’Brien Halls from Memphis, 
where he had early education in crime, 
He belonged to the Oscar Lee gang that 
infested the town and kept the police 
nonplussed by their daring. The gang 
was broken up and O’Brien formed the 
acquaintance of Exrl Whitney in Nash- 
ville. They extended their operations to 
Kentucky and many Mwuirgilaries are 
traced to them and their pals. In Nash- 
ville, where Whitnty was born, many 
stores were robbed and residences burg- 
larized. Whitney’s parents died when he 
was quite young and he had served a 
term in the reform school. 

Wife Murdérer Hanged. 

Washington, July 2.—Benjamin Hill, 
who killed his wife last November at 
their home in this city, was hanged at 
the United States jail here today. Hill 
was a native of Virginia and a Grand 
Army Veteran.

it Will Be Difficult for Russia To 


Withstand the Pressure Which 
Will Be Applied in Regard ° 
to Open Door in Man- 
churia. 


London, July %4.—Japan has decided to 
observe the policy of waiting and watch- 
Ing Russia, advocated by Great Britain. 
In the meantime she will urge China to 
carry out the assurances given to the 
United States in respect to Manchuria and 
will endeavor to obtain the opening of ad- 
ditional ports. The following statement 
was made by a Japanese iegation official: 

“T can assure you that the talk of war 
between Russia and Japan is an inven- 
tion. Japan has not the least intention 
of taking that+«course. She proposes to 
wait and maintain her attitude of watch- 
fulness. Japan and America are acting 
on the same lines, and it would be difficult 
for any other power to withstand the 
pressure they and Great Britain could 
apply.” ' 

It is said that Japan intends to do 
nothing till October, when the final 
evacuation of Manchuria must occur. The 
failure of Russia to withdraw from Man- 
churia would be followed by 4 serious 
move on the part of Japan. é 

The Russian embassy here regrets the 
confusion which has arisen in consequence 
of the publication of the report that 
Prince Ching, head of *the Chinese for- 
eign office, had written refusing to open 
ports in Manchuria. The Russian officiats 
believe with Washington that the note 
was sent before China gave her assuf- 
ances, and they asserted positively that 
Russia intends to carry out to the letter 
the assurances she has given and that she 
will not interpose obstacles in the sa 
China observing her pledge to Secretary 


er. Russia Doesn’t Desire War. 

A dispatch to Reuters Telegram Com- 
pany from St. Petersburg dated July 

says: 
ge attitude of Japan and the warlike 
tone of the majority of the Japanese 
press have attracted much attention in 
official circles here. It is declared by the 
best informed people that there is no 
likelihood of war, certainly not upon 
Russia's initiative. It is stated that Rus- 
sia has every motive for desiring peace, 
chiefly for financial reasons with which 
are bound up a desire for extreme do- 
mestic reform, which the government 
considers to be the most efficacious man- 
ner of disarming internal discontent and 
ripping the revolutionary propaganda in 
the bud. It is believed to be impossible 
from the Russian viewpoint for Japan 
to embark in a contest with Russia sin- 
gie-handed, and it is not thought she 
will secure the material support of Great 
Britain or the United States. Neverthe- 
less, Russia is taking every precaution to 
strengthen her military and naval po- 
sition in the Orient, believed this to be 
the surest méans of discouraging Japan- 
fse aggression. 

M. Lessers’ Port Arthur conference is 
said to have dealt chiefly with these 
measures, though they are declared to 
be entirely precautionary, war being the 
furtherest thing from the wishes of 
the Russian government.

Losses at Ciudad Bolivar in 
* }Killed-and Wounded 
each 1,900. 


Caracas, Jtily 2:—Order has been re- 
establithed at Ciudad, Bolivar. The fol- 
lowing is a copy of the official telegram 
sent by General Gomez, commander in 
chief of the Venezuelan forces, which cap- 
tured Ciudad Bolivar, to President Castro, 
reporting the recent events: 

“Ciudad, Bolivar, July 20.-On Sunday, 
July 19, the enemy opened fire on our 
lines. After fifty hours of deadly strug- 
gle we recaptured the city. The result of 
our victory is as follows: 

‘Inspecting the battle fields we found 
more than 1,00 men killed or wounded 
on both sides.

“We also captured 3,000 Mausers, 
field guns and 200,000 cartridges.

$2,000,000 will be apportiqned among the 
states and territories in proportion to the 
number of applications for the establish- 
ment of ruraj free delivery routes that 
have been received. “It is said at the de- 
partment that there will be no favoritism 
in the establishment of routes hereafter, 
but that cases will be cenmsidered on their 
merits and in the order in which applica- 
tions arg received at the department.

, Bios Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
}-General Bristow took charge of the 
rura} free mail delivery service he has 
begun a systematic interference with 
the scope and efficfency of that indis- 
pensable service. After his crude, 
uppish and intrusive Kansas fashion 
he has begun, falsely in the name of 
economy, a system of reorganizations 
that are nothing other than reprisals 
against congressmen whom he dislikes 
and this section especially. It is not 
pleasant to make such a charge, but 
time enough has been, had to give 
indubitable proof of aa mean pur- 
poses. 

For no good reason that ne has been 
willing yet to disclose he refuses to 
establish six of the routes inspected 
and recommended by his owg confiden 
tial officers as necessary to a Just ser- 
vice of the people of Fulton county. 
In Newton county, where there is a 
perfected system of rural free delivery, 
he has undertaken to order off the dis- 
tributing wagon and otherwise emas- 
culate the service. The like com- 
plaints come from congressmen of 
Georgia, of al] the southern states and 
of the middle west and northwest. 

Now. the people of the country, the 
business men of the cities, the news- 
papers and the representatives of con- 
stituencies do not mean to abide by 
these Russian methods of Mr. Bristow. 
The intimacy and efficiency of the 
mail seryice touches almost every 
home, shop, store and office in the na- 
tion. The postal department work is 
the one unantmously required and in- 
dorsed functi of the government. 
The man who mars its symmetry and 
balis up its efficiency will do so at his 
peril. 

In this case Mr. Bristow is not im-- 
periling his own head and incumbency. 
He is doing an infinite damage to his 
party and to the president. Even 
the alleged marvelous popularity of 
Mr. Roosevelt caffnot survive a wave 
of popular indignation against the 
wrongful acts of his fourth assistant 
postmaster general. As between get- 
ting their mails promptly and getting 
Roosevelt for president and Bristow: 
for his postal prophet it will not take 
the farmers and merchants of. the 
United States more than a couple of 
minutes to decide which they will 
have. 

tand Title Registration. 

Governor Terrel] has transmitted to 
the genera] assembly with his approv- 
al the recommendation of the Georgia 
Bar Association that the Torrens sys- 
tem of registration of land titles be 
established in this state. 

No reform of land tenures and bus- 
iness facilitation equal to this has ever 
before been legislated in this state. 
It would mear the wiping off of thou- 
sands of properties anc‘ent shadows 
of doubt, remove ten thousand legal 
clouds from landed properties and 
set up a certainty between sellers and 
purchasers of real estate titles that 
would greatly enhance such values 
even without other factors to boost 
them. 

The Torrens system is simple in all 
its operations. Any .school boy can 
readily comprehend it. It makes the 
transfer of a body of land, big or lit- 
tle, almost as easy as the transfer of 
a horse by a bill of sale. It immedi- 
ately enlarges the credit of every land 
holdet and transforms his real estate 
from a mortgagable into a cash securi- 
ty or asset at his will. 

There is experience enough behind 
the system to establish its economy, 
simplicity and adaptability to modern 
methods of business. No deterrent 
reasons can now be offered toits adop- 
tion except the small on? of the ad- 
ditional cost of proof of title and the 
registration fee. Yet few men with 
sense enough to acquire and manage 
property would weigh that for a mo- 
ment against the greater value of 
clarity of their titles and the facility 
of their future transfers. 

Every state and country that has 
adopted the system has derived great 
profits from it because of the advan- 
tages we have enumerated and in no 
case that we can recall hag a repeal 
ever been agitated. 

The legislators of Georgia can safe- 
ly trust the recommendations made to 
them in this case by the bar associa- 
tion and the governor. If anybody is 
to lose aught by the adoption of this 
system it will be the lawyers. A great 
source of their practice and revenues 
come from litigation over disputed ti- 
tles to real estate. When, therefore, 
they commend the Torrens system for 
adoption in Georgia it rises to an act 
of patriotism and self-sacrifice upon 
their part. It ts greatly ‘o be hoped 
that this general assembly will 
promptly and favorably act upon this 
important measure. 


Mr. Justice Turner. 

The acceptance by Judge Henry G. 
Turner from Governor Terre of the 
office of justice of the supreme court 
of the state, vice Mr. Justice Lumpkin, 
deceased, wil) call forth general con- 
gratulations from all parts of Geor- 
gia. 

Judge Turner is a man of preemi- 
nent abilities. His services in the gep- 
eral assembly of the state, when men 
of brains, courage and integrity were 
at a premium, were second to gone in 
zeal, industry and profitableness to 
the state. in the halls congress, 
as a representative for eig n years, 
he made the weight not only of his 
own personality but the presence of 
Georgia felt in that body. His know}l- 


edge, forenaic power and purity of / 


patriotism were applauded by men of 


all parties and no fog of partisan ob- 


scuration dimmed the light of the man 
or dulled the applause of either prtnes 
or 1cemen. -

Government by Injunction. 

Justice Brewer, of the United States 
supreme court, has recently before the 
Iowa Bar Association,» uttered senti- 
ments on the subject of “ rament 
by injunction” that will ratHer tend to 
increase than allay popular fear of 
that particular instrument of the 
courts. 

The learned jurist calls this e “fall 
and vigorous power” and says it was 
never more necessary and useful for 
the best purposes of the nation than 
now. It is his belief that to abolish 
it would be “a step backward toward 
barbarism.”’ These are quaint phrases 
to fall from the lips of a supreme court 
judge.and appear like the flaunting of 
a red flag in “the face of the people 
who have in such remarkable numbers 
protested against the misuses and 
abuses of injunctions by the courts, 

The general understanding of the 
right of a judge in equity to-issue an 
injunction is that he may use such 
“full and vigorous power” to prevent 
actiong that. are about to be done to 
the injury of persons, prorerty or their 
rights, before the interposition of the 
protesses of statute law can be ap- 
plied. In such cases a temporary in- 
junction might be properly issued, but 
only for the actual time necessary to 
apply for and procure the legal writs 
proper to the case. To make such an 
injunction returnable at an unreason- 
ably remote date from its issuance, or 
to make it permanent in cases where 
remedies at law are the proper reme- 
dies, is to usurp power and establish 
tyranny. 

Our complex civilization has, as he 
Bays, produced new situations that of- 
ten come ahead of statute laws for 
their governance. In such emergent- 
cies the use of the injunction may be 
temporarily necessary. But in a dem- 
ocracy like ours, with annual sessions 
of congress. and.in most cases annual 
sessions of legislatures, permanent and 
perpetual injunctions constitute dan- 
gerous precedents ahd bench-made 
laws that hardly any king of Europe 
would dere to set up for fear of his 
crown and head. 

The main objection to government 
by injunction is that it is now the rec- 
ognized new and arbitrary process em- 
ployed for the protection of those who 
assail human rights and defy statute 
laws. Great corporations secure the 
appointment to the bench of many 
United States courts of their former 
hired attorneys. They do this through 
politicians whom the corporations 
have put in congress and their sena- 
tors confirm these men in their offices. 
Thereafter the interests of the cor- 
porations are the care of the courts 
and the writ of injunction the sover- 
eign instrument by which natural and 
legal rights of the common people are 
negatived and abolished. 
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Emperor William and Christ. 

Emperor William does not éxactly 
bear upon his armorial shield the title 
of “defender of the faitan,” but in his 
recent personal confession of the doc- 
trines he holds as tenable against the 
unscientific theology of the scientific 
Delitzsch and other of the archaeolog- 
ical higher critics he fairly holds the 
title in presént day discussions. 

The beauty and the power of the em- 
peror’s position is in the frank, facile 
and fervent way he uses to state his 
position. He acknowledges, as s0 
learned a man as he is should do, that 
there are large admixtures of legend 
and of Babylonian superstitions in the 
chronicles of the Old Testament. But 
he is not willing to accept the conclu- 
sion that theif presence vitaiates the 
whole fabric of that wonderful history 
and tuerefore its inspiration denied and 
its moral lessons déclared mythical 
and obsolete. 

Through the mazes of the Old Testa- 
ment tne emperor clearly divines the 
presence of the Almighty and traces 
with conviction a continuity of moral 
purpose in all His recorded dealings 
with mankind. 

The really significant. result ‘of We 
emperor’s polemic is a valuable one 
for these jarred and jangling times of 
theological unrest. For he finds in the 
Old Testament the prophetic basis for 
a fixed ard satisfactory faith in the 
fullness of Christ. as the embodiment 
of the Godhead andthe personal savior 
of men. In Christ the royal writer 
sees the divinity of mankind exempli- 
fied in the fashion God would have it 
and the inspiration to. every follower 
of God to accept Christ as the model 
of his‘own thinking and doing and be 
ing. Emperor William does not waver 
in that full conviction and his words 
are full of burning impressiveffess. 
They come from the focal fires of his 
own intelligence and his own faith. 
It is a gainful experience to the 
Christian world to have one so high ih 
human estate, so powerful in preroga- 
tives of power to lead or mislead, thus 
throw aside the cares of state and 
seize the cross and carry it a life 
march further in the advancement of 
universal Ohristian civilization. The 
emperor has thus done a great and be- 
coming service té humanity, enlarged 
worfi respect for his morals and m& 
tives, and_his lead@rship will be pow- 
erful to keep millions steadfast in the 
way of those who have chosen Christ 
as the captain of their salvation.

ransportation. . 
transportation is entirely tod costly at pres- 
ent, not only in Georgie, but desoughent the 
southern etates, which are go far behind in 
this matter of country improvement. The 
modern development and improvement of the 
roada ja @8 important as that of 
the improvement of the schoola, The- present 
reads cause stagnation, ruin the churches, 
schools, farms ang all industries and insti- 
tutions, There is small attendance at church 
in the country on accoupt of the terrible— 
‘the almost barbarous—roads. Farming ¢com- 
munities are all more or leas isolated. There 
ie little social intermingling between neigh- 
borhoods, and too little of it in neighborhoods, 
travel is so difficult. This is not modern; t 
is not intelligent. 

President Spencer, of; the Southern raliway, 
recently called attention in an addrese to the 
fact that railroads could hav) a ton of freight 
a mile at a& cost of one-half a cent 
per ton per  wmile—and that it cost 
the transporter on the unimproved coun- , 
try roads usually 50 cents per ton per mile, 
or one hundred times as much as it cost the 
railroads. How can the country djstricta be 
expected to prosper in comparison with the 
districts alung. the railroads? Dasy tranepor- 
tation furnishes the key to development. 

On the improved public roads of New Jersey 
it costs only from 7 to 10 cents to haul a 
ton @ mile; that is, it takes from five to seven 
timés more mules to do the same hauling 
in Georgia and South Carolina than it does 
in New Jersey—five to seven times a greater 
investment in mules and horse-power in this 
section than there to do the same work. Could 
varied manufactories prosper under such @ 
disparity of conditions? Could a city or town 
prosper that had to pay five to seven thes 
more on fréight than’ another town? The 
difference would annihilate such @ town, 8o 
the remote country districts are being anni- 
hiiated on account of the cost of transpor- 
tation. It takes two horses to pull two bales 
é¢ cotton—half a ton—to market nearly all 
over our gouthern section, when in New Jer- 
sey, Massachusetts and all ‘er good road 
Europe, two horses pull front 2 to 4 tons, 
and frequently more. 

Farmers frequently find it cheaper to buy 
their meal in the west, getting it by railroad, 
than to raise the corn and haul it to mill a 
few miles. So with wheat and flour. We 
do not diversify, to @ Jarge extent, because it 
is too costly to diversify. Timber stands 
unsawed and houses go unimproved because 
ic is too costly to farmers to haul lumber for 
even 7 or 8 miles in the country to improve 
with. Districts along railroads get the lum- 
be# from.distant points by railroads rather 
than haal it a few miles over counjry roads. 

It is the duty of the state to attend to 
“*highwaye—to fix them, to improve them, 
to make them what they ought to be. They 
are publie property, the land for them has 
been largely condemned or donated, the state 
has taken in its hands the matter of properly 
attending to the highways, and it ia bound to 
carry eut its obligation. A state has no right 
to meglect its highways, which so largely af- 
fect the progress, the prosperity and the de- 
velopment of the people. 

Some such bill as the Felder bill should 
become a,law in every stat® in the éouth. 
The employment of the state convicts in 
bullding good roads would mean more to. 
the ‘people, to their prosperity - materially, 
educationally, socially and would bring more 
development to the atate than could probably 
be wrought in any Other way with the state 
felons. If I had the ghoice of ten months of 
schooling iff a bad roads section or good 
reads throughout the eéction and eight months 
of achooling, I would take the latter, and I 
think it would mean more educationa!] im | 
provement as well as meaning more material 
prosperity. Put the convicts of the southern 
states to showing the counties how to build 
scientific road# and they will do more for 
@éducation than their lease money turned into 
the echools, as well as bring direct develop- 
ment and increase of state praperty. 

The census shows, Mr.. Editar, that in 1830, 
the year of the beginning of raijlroad develop- 
ment—this marvellous form of the -‘road’’— 
only about 7 per cent of the population of 
this country lived in cities and towns. his 
was the era of the “country gentleman.”’ With 
railrodd development began the depopulation 
of the country districtae and -the building of 
towns along the railroad lines, moved by 
the marvellous facilities of transportation. 
Now over 63 per cent of the population of 
the country live in cittes and towns. People 
have left the fi@olation of the country; its 
slow and gostly transportation, ite infrequent 
mails, its lack of facilities for social inter- 
mingling~all because of the bad condition of 
the rural roads and the vaetly superior facili- 
ties offered where there are railroads. The 
attraction of the railroade has been too great 
for the country. We have seen concentrated 
prosperity and development in the cities and 
diffused demeralization and despair in the 
country. Many country districts where the 
padblic. roads have gone steadily unimproved 
are almost depopulated today.in Georgia and 
other states. I see noble mansions in Georgia 
remote from the railroads, inhabited by ne- 
gtoes, their masters gone to the railroads and 
Ci@@ization. Land which a few years ago. 
scl@y readily at $10 and $12 an acre, now 
goes begging at $3 and $4. Al®because Of 
this controlling matter of trangportation. 

The states which built good highways éarly 
held most of this population in the country. 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New York, ete., 
have some time ago discovered the secret of 
their ‘‘abandoned farme’’ and are building 
fine highways and repopulating these farms—

The northern states are establishing ‘‘state 
jon of the highways, and providing large 
state means annually to assist countieg in 
road improvemént under expert direction, ex- 
pert supervision at least being a most neete- 
sary thing.

The memorial presented to the govertior 
by the committee apponted by the bar 
association at its Tallulah Falls meeting 
sets forth the purpose of the Torrens sys- 
tem and gives some intereting facts con- 
cerning its operations in other states, Af- 
ter reciting how the matter came to be 
brought to thd attention of the 
through the tmterest manifested in the 
} subject by the members of the association, 
the memorial of the commttee—Messrs. 
Washington Dessau, J. L. Sweat and 
Howard Van Epps—goeg on to recite: 

“Your excéliency will observe that the 
Torrens now obtains in five states 
of the union—Ililinois, Massachusetts, Cal- 
ifornia,, Minnesota and Oregon. It also 
obtains in Great Britain and the greater’ 
portions pf Canada and. the other Brit- 
ish possessions of North America and tn 
South Austrailia. The system is now being 
considered in twenty-seven other states of 
the union, and in nearly every one where 
it is being considered the’ governor has 
either called the attention of the legis- 
lature to this matter and requested the 
appointment of a commission, or the ap- 
pointment of a commission has been urged 
by the bar associations of the various 
states, and the legislatures in the va- 
rious states have adopt such sugges- 
tiong. So that your excelle will observe 
that the matter is now regarded through- 
out the union as one of great importance 
and is receivng the careful attention df 
the people. e 

“The main benefits to be derived from 
the adoption of this system are cited as 
follows: 

“First, the title is registered instead of 
the evidence of title. The title is regis- 
tered after it has been examined and 
passed upon by a court of competent 
jurisdicton under a regular system of 
pleadings ang practiceconformable to that 
which obtaing in each particular furis- 
diction. In all the acts which have been 
submitted and which have been discussed, 
ample provision is made for notice to ali 
persons who may have any interest in the 
land, including minore and others not 
sul juris, and also for notice to non-resi- 
dents who may be interested. In this way 
the court ig enabled to obtain jurisdiction 
and render a judgment which will be 
binding against the world. 

It has been observed that in a vast 
number of registrations which have been 

de, very little loss has oceurred to 

ple who have not been no , and 
this loss is provided for by the creation 
of an indemnity fund. In Massachusetts, 
where 662 registrations have been made, 
there has not yet been any recourse to

The whole convict question goes over 
antil Tuesday of next week. This time 
thé resolution postponing the question 
came from Mr. St of Taylor, the au- 
ther of the bill noW before the house, 
and Mr. Felder, of Bibb, leader of the 
opposition, readily assented. 

M?P. Steed’s reason for postponing con- 
Sideration of the question was the ab- 
fence of many members of the house. 
He thought the question should be con- 
®idered before as full a house as it is 
possible td have, though he said he was 
willing for a vote ‘to be taken at once 
if the house desired it. His resolution 
Was passed without objectiop, and the 
substitutes and amendments were ordered 
printed for the benefit of the members. 

The Steed bill and amendments will 
bé taken up Tuesday immediately after 
the reading of the journal, and under 
this resolution the debate will be cons 
sluded at 11 o'clock, when the previous 
Question will be called, and the vote on 
the bill and amendments will be con- 
cluded before 1 o'clock. The indications 
are, therefore, that the convict question 
wil] be settled so far as the house is 
concerned on Tuesday. 

There was no renewai of filibustering 
methods of the opposition to the Steed 
bill yesterday. The other side had suc- 
ceeded in preparing its substitute for 
the Steed bill, and that was all they 
wanted. When the call for the previous 
question was put, it was lost, and the 
motions to postpone indefinitely and to 
postpone until Tuesday, made the day 
before, were withdrawn.

Torrens Land System. 

The message of Governor Terrell rela- 
tive to the communication from thé Geor- 
gia Bar Association about the ‘Torrens 
system of state registration of Jand titles 
was read. The governor suggested the 
appointment of a commission to investi- 
gate and report on this matter, 

The house adopted without opposition a 
resolution looking to this end, by Mr. Fel- 
der, of Bibb. This is a joint resolution 
providing for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three from the house, two from 
the senate and three from thé bar of Geor- 
gia, the latter to be named by the gov- 
ernor, which shall be known as the com- 
mission on the registration of land titles.

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MESSAGE FROM LOUISIANA — 
_ BROUGHT BY JOHN ALLEN 


OR an hour yesterday the general 

assembly of Georgia enjoyed the 

rare treat of Hatening to solid argu- 
ment, real eloquence and genuine ,homely 
wit combined in & single speech. This fell 
from the lips of that distinguished sol- 
dier, statesman and philosopher, ‘‘Private 
John’’ Allen, of Mississippi, and while the 
subject of his address was serious enough 
—the wisdom of the state of Georgia be- 
ing officially represented at the great St. 


mént when the address was anything else 
than highly entertaining. Briefly and 
pointedly were presented the reasons, ma- 
teria] and patriotic, for Georgia being at 
the forefront of that exhibit of the na- 
tions; the magnitude of the enterprise 
and the Importarice of the momentous act 
it celebrates were eloquently emphasized: 


argument of character to convince. 
Through it all?’ from beginning to end, 
there were, however, flashes of the wit 
that has made John Alien famous. Judged 
from the standpoint of the occasion and 


it was enjoyed by everybody. 

The joint assembly did not convene until 
about half-past 12 oclock, the train which 
brought Mr. Allen from Birminghamm not 
‘reaching the city until a few minutes be- 
fore that time. He came direct to the 
capito] from the train. 

The announcement that he would speak 
resulted in the house’ galleries being 
crowded at an early hour. As noon drew 
near the floor of the -house filled with 
state officials and their friends, many la- 
dies being present. It was a brilliant 
scene which greeted the eyes of the dis- 
tinguished Mississippian as he walked 
down the center aisle with President 
Howell. 

Immediately after the arrival of the 
senate the resolution under which the 
joint assembly convened was read. 

President Howell made the introductory 
speech, presenting Mr. Allen as a dis- 
tinguished grandson of Georgia, being an 
illustrious son of a daughter state. When 
he rosé the famous Mississippian was 
greeted with the heartiest possible wel- 
come. 

A Day of Note. 

His opening words put him immediately 
en rapport with his audience. ‘‘This day,” 
said ,he, ‘should go down into history as 
notable for two remarkable events, The 
first of these is that it notes my first 
speech to the Georgia legislature, an 
audience whith has heretofore escaped, 
and the secéhd is that a “rain on the 
Southern railway was a few minutes late. 
To my certain knowledge it is the first 
time since the organization of that great 
system that one of its trains was a few 
minutes late’’—with the accent on the 
“few,” 

He appeared, he explained, in the role of 
“auxiliary statesman." He considered hia 
appearnce in that capacity as most ap- 
propmMate in view of his large experience 
in legislation. Thfs had taught him that 
a little advice from the outside was es- 
sential to the pleasure of legislators in 
the dog days. Doubtless there were, as 
he had heard reported, eminent and will- 
ing gentlemen here in Atlanta who felt 


} themselves capacitated to give such ad- 
vice to the members of the gen¢ral as-" 


sembly, but none he knew of were quite 
so well quaiified to give advice on the 
particular subject under consideration. 

Then, becoming serious, he talked of 
the Louisiana Purchase exposition and of 
the great event it is #o celebrate. ‘“‘A 
littlé more than one hundred years ago,” 
said he, ‘“‘the greatest statesman this 
country ever produced made a trade, 
buying for his country what has since 
become known as the Louisiana pur- 
chase. When the final climax of the 
world’s history comes to be writtan, I 
do not believe it can be placed to the 
credit of @ny other man the world has 
known, or Will have known, that he 
consummated two such great acts as 
those which stand to the creditof Thomas 
Jefferson in his Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and his Louisiana purchase. 
No two things have ever happened that 
have added more to the. sum total of 
human happiness and national great- 
ness.’"’ He held up a small map showing 
the territory of the original thirteen 
states, that comprised in the Jefferson 
purchase, and that since acquired—in it- 
self eloquent testimony to the wisdom 
of the statesman who made that pur- 
chase. 
God’s sun has ever shone, and destined 
to be for all time the greatest ever 
known” was his description of the coun-: 
try pictured by that map. “And it 
could never have been that if it had not 
been for President Jefferson's purchase.”’ 

Jefferson’s Great Draw. 

Following briefly the history of that 
purchase, he said it is sometimes claimed 
that Jefferson's only purpose in making 
it was to secure control of the outlet 
from the Mississippi river and that he 
had no conception of what he was get- 
ting. “If that ts true, it serves to il- 
lugtrate the truth of*an expression of 
whose meaning I am ignorant, but which 
some of you may understand—drawing to 
a shoestring and catching a tan yard! 
If his only purpose was the control of 
that oytiet, he was infinitely wiser than 
he knew. We know how wise he was, 
for during the past one hundred years 
that purchase has become an empire 
in wealth. It is now a magnificent do- 

n capable of furnishing homes for 
four hundred million people, or miore 
than four times the entire present pop- 
ulation of the country.” 

The appropriateness of a national cele- 
bration of the centennial of that anni- 
versary would be recognized by every- 
body. It had been determined to cele- 
brate by means of a grand exposition, 
and the plans now perfected insure this 
being not only the greatest that the 
world has evér known, but the greatest 
the world will know during the life- 
time of any man now living. 
| Mr. Alien presented figures and statis- 
tics, showlrig by comparison how this 
is sure to be far greater in @very de- 
partment and in every respect than any 
of those which have preceded it. He 
spoke eloquently of the vast benefit 
such an exposition was sure to be to 
those who visited it. The vast educa- 
tional value of a trip around the world 
could not be overestimated; and yet here 
at St. Louls it will be possible to see 
lin thirty days more of the world, its 
peoples, its customs, tian could be seen 
fin a year of actual travel under the 
most favorable circumstances. More 
‘than fifty nations would contribute by 
characteristic exhibitions. There would 
be representatives of every known face. 
‘The visitor who gdes with his eyes open 
‘will see for himself how the rest of the 
world lives and moves and has its -bé- 
ing—even to the rem@fest corners. 

The vast value of state representation 
at such an exposition could not possi- 
bly, he thought, be overestimated. This 
had been recognized by the progressive 
men of all the states.

He felt sure that Georgians, even were 
there no such material considerations, 
would indorse the action of the legisla- 
ture In taking the necessary stepg to see 
that this state was adequately represfnt- 
ed. As American citizens, taking great 
pride in the history, the progress and the 
development of this country, the people 
of Georgia would resent its being said 
of them that they had stood aloof from

The statistics show that in the 
last decade the white man of the south | 
has made a greater proportionate prog- 
ress in all lines than had been shown by 
the man of any other section of the 
coupntry. And when I say Georgia leads 
of al] the southern states it is declaring 
that Georgia is right up at the forefront 
of the entire procession. In my judg- 
ment, it would be a serious reflection 
upon this .state to fail to be properly 
represegted at that great exppsition; I

As is well known council and the al- 
dermanic board have agreed that certain 
grade changes be made in the streets in 
the vicinity of the new depot sité, There 
was no definite time set in the resolution 
for doing this work. As there is to be 
a fill of about 6 feet at the corner of 
Madison and Hunter streets, however, 
and aq thera will be considerable grading 
on the depot site, which will give a suffi- 
elency of girt to paake the fill, it has been 
determined to do the work gf changing 
the grades of the streets at. once. 

The finance committee, during its ses- 
sion of this morning, will discuse ;the 
matter and will, dpubtiess, make an ap- 
propriation for the work. 

Several days ago the railroads that pass 
under the pew Peters street viaduct 
agreed to pay nalf the cost if the city 
will substitute asphalt for the proposed 
wooden flooring on that structure. The 
city wants to make this improvement 
and the finance committee will this 
morning endeavor to find half of the 
$19,00@ that is necessary in ordeg to make 
it. If the mpngy can pot be found, it is 
probable that the finance committee will 
recommend the acceptance of the prep- 
osition of Grant Wilkins, the contracting 
engineer for the structure, who has agreed 
to advance the money for the city.

Hadrian sculptured 
his imperia]) anathema against all who 
should cut these sacred trees, the Maro- 
nite peasants almost worship them and 
call them the ‘‘cedars of the Lord,’’ and 
a recent governor of the Lebanon has 
surrounded them by a great wall 
that the young shoots may not be in- 
jured by roving animals. Yet, century 
by century, their number grows less. 
‘But if the cedars are few in number 
these few arc of royal bleod. They 
dre not the largest of trees, though 
some of the trunks measure over 40 feet 
around. Their beauty lies in the wide- 
spreacing limbs, which often cover 4 
circle 200 or 300 feet in circumference. 
Sonie are tall and symmetrical, with 
beautiful horizontal branches; others are 
gnarled and knotted, with inviting seats 


in the great forks and charming beds 


on the thick follage of the swinging 


boughs.

The wood has a sweet odor, is very 


seldom decays. The vitality 
of the cedar is remarkable. A dead 
tree is never seen, except where light- 
ning‘or the ax has been at work. Often 
a great bough of one tree has grown 
into a neighbor, and the two are so 
bound together fhat it fs impossible to 
say which is the parent trunk. ,Perhaps, 
the unusual strength and Vitality of the 
cedars are due to their stow growth. 
When a little sprout hardly waist high 
is said to be ten or fifteen'‘or twenty 
years old, one can not help asking, What, 
must be the age of the great patriarchs 
of the grove? It is hard to tell exactly. 
By the aid of a microscope I have count- 
ed mere than 700 rings on a bough only 
30 inches In diameter. Those who have

OF SON'S FEAT 


Calder Willingham Tells of 
Son’s Ascent of Mt. 
Washington, © 


By Paul W:lkes. 

Constitution Bureau, 447 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)—A Tetter 
to his son came today from Hon, Calder 
B, Willingham, of this city, father of 
Cadet R. F. Willingham, who on Mon- 
day last made the strenuous ascent of 
Mount Washington by the Tuckerman 
ravine route. The elder Willingham, in 
writing of the feat accomplished by his 
son, shows that pride of a parent in a 
wonderful piece of work reported 89° 
graphically in The Constitution this 
morning. Among other things, Pater 


Willingham says: 

“When the boys react®d the 
of Mount Washington they were con- 
fronted by 20 feet of show-—a veritable 
Switzerland bank of fleecy whiteness. 
The air was cooled by that great accumu-~ 
lation of congealed moisture to such an 
extent that the hired overcoats, @ great 
abundance of which are always kept on 
hand at the summit, did not drive away 
the chills which thrilled the anatomy of 
the young men. Then, too, the ther- 
mometer showed a‘mark of %9 degrees 
All these conspired to make even Mr. 
Myers, of Boston, my boy's companion, 
wish for the gentle, warm breezes of 
the south.”’ 

By the letter from Mr. Willingham it 
is apparent that Cadet Willingham and 
Mr. Myers accomplished a difficult feat, 
and in doing so they braved not only 
dificult and exhaustive work, but peril 
to a greater or less extent. The route 
selected, the Tuckerman ravine, is one 
of the most difficult paths climbers of 
Mount Washington have yet found. 
Starting at the Iron Mountain house the 
line leads up the side of the mountain in 
what might be called an air line course 
from the house to the very apex of the 
hill. At points it is only less than @ 
perpendicular and the ascent is accom- 
plished only by all-fours. It is a strug- 
gle in which both hands and feet are 
used, and a failure to secure a safe po- 
sition endangers the work so far ac 
complished by the climber. 

Many of the ascenders by a ‘siip have 
been precipitated to the bottom of the 
incline many feet below. sgrom which a 
fresh start was necessary. A portion of 
the way is up the om. of ravine a 


summit 


gulch from the bottom of ich a sight 
of the skies is obtainable ry a giance 
heavenwardly only. The ascent over the 
line selected by Cadet Willingham has 
been made in a little less than eleven 
hours, six hours of which has been con- 
Sumed in actual walking. That Cadet 
Willingham and his companion had speed 
4s well as nerve is demonstrated by the 
fact that their actual walking time was 
six hours and forty-five minutes. 

“The boys came back,” said Mr. WiIl- 
ingham_in his letter, ‘‘well worn and al- 
most exhausted. This they denied, how- 
ever, notwithstanding the fact that the 
Casual observer could easily detect. it. 
That night the boy slept under four 
Dlankets.”’

In an address on “The Old. goutn and 
the Neuw," delivered a few weeks ux at 
the commencement of the Alabama 
Polytechnic ingtitute by Richard H. Ed- 
monds, of Baltimore, he referred to the 
heavy ‘“‘white man’s burden’ which must 
be borne by the svuthern pecple, because 
of the heritage left by slavery. «and in- 
cidentally. he called attention *o a fact 
the importance of which we have xjcver 
befcre ‘seen recognized so fully. 

“To' the svouth,’’ said: Mr. Edmonils, 
“‘slav was a. curse wilhout ove re- 
deeming feature. It’ enslived the white 
Man more than thé lack man. ‘t was 
the direct cause of a Vast emigration 
which drained the south of a million or 
more of strong, sturdy people, who 
sought to escape from competition with 
negro labor,’ and “in this loss by emi- 
gration and the loss by war the negro 
has, indeed, been to the south ‘the white 
ran’s burden’ to an extent which no 
other people nas known.” * *

Very many more ‘statistics of this as- 
tonishing progress might be cited, but 
they would only overload this brief dis- 
cussion, for we are concerned rather 
with the qutestion of the remarkable 
ability of the southern population.

Edmonds prozeeded to point owe that for 
the great southern development which 
they indicate the southern people them- 
selves must receive by far the larger 
part of tne credit.

Reports of Failures in Wall Street 
Started Heavy Liquidation. 


DECLINE WAS 6 TO 35 POINTS 


Except July Market Closed 3 to 15 
Points Lower—Last Half Hour 
Was Exceedingly Active. 
Stocks Closed with 
Excited Buying. 


New York, July 24—The cotton mar- 
ket opened steady at unchanged prices to 
an advance of 5 points on all positions, 
except July, which started 5 points lower. 
* At first the HMst showed some firmness.as 
a result of covering that seemed to be 
brought about chiefly by the disappoint- 
ing weather map, showing only light 
ehowers, where rains. had been expected. 
Temperatures were high in portions of 
the belt, and this also influenced cov- 
ering. In the first few minutes of trad- 
ing business was not particularly active, 
but prices were forced up to a level net 
6G@Y points higher on months later than 
August, while the two old crop positions 
remained at about the opening level. 
Then there was a little realizing, which 
gained force as the lack of bull support 
developed, and before midday a decline 
of trom 2 to 18 points was apparent. 
This was followed in the early after- 
moon by a sharp advance mnder support- 
ing orders, believed to originate with the 
New Orleans pool, and which was respon- 
Sible for another panic of shorts. July 
Was rushed up to 13.6. August advanced 
to 12.67 and September reached 10.96, the 
Beneral list at this time showing net 
Eains of from 6 to 35 points. Then came 
reports of failures in Wall street that 
Started heavy liquidation. The last half 
hour was exceedingly active, and prices 
were forced upward. At the clase the 
market, while steady, was at practically 
the lowest point of the day. The last 
€ale of July was at 13.20, and that po- 
Sition closed 13.15 bid. The balance of 
the list was net 3 to 15 points lower.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 24,—The announcement 
late today on the stock exchange of the 
failure of Talbot J. Taylor & Co., and 
of W. L. Sowe & Co.,, followed a day of 
suppressed uneasiness ‘and apprehension. 
The bears rushed to cover their short con- 
tracts on the seHing jnduced by the news 
of the failures, and a violent rebound fol- 
lowed, so that a large part of the day's 
losses were retrieved and the market 
closed with excited buying on a rising 
scale of prices. Some of the leading ac- 
tive stocks closed the day with net gains 
of a point or more. Tgis compared with 
declines below last night's level at the 
period of greatest weakness of 1 to 3 1-2 
for the active market leaders. Amongst 
the specialties there were more severe 
osses in. some cases, due, as the event 
eek to the special commitments of 
the embarrassed firms in those stocks. An 
example was the Mexican Central secur- 
ities, in which the tirm of W. L. Stow & 
Co. were intcrested. The failure resulted 
in a drop of 7 1-4 in Mexican Central from 
18 1-4 to ll. There were quite a large num- 
ber of low priced railroad gtocks in which 
similar downward plunges, although -not 
so extensive, served to arouse fears of 
coming fuiiures. Tne situation would be 
a large commitment in stocks, with the 
stock already acquired, figuring largely 
as collateral for loans and with the funds 
employed in the market support and ma- 
nipulation of the price. Bankers and mon- 
ey lenders have been keenly on the scent 
of such conditions back of the money 
they have out on loan, and have grown 
more and more exacting in regard to 
collateral on such loans and more solici- 
tous to have them closed out with the 
shrinkage in security values and the un- 
derminigg of confidence. The failure of 
Talbot J, Taylor & Co., is jnevitably as- 
sociated with the name of James R. 
Keene, although his name does not ap- 
pear in the partnership of the firm. But 
a family connection and the well-known 
fact that the firm often acts for him will 
connect the failure in the public appre- 
hension with the large stock market opere 
ations which he has condueted. The mar- 
ket management of the United States 
Stee] stocks during the period of their flo- 
tation and the conduct of a. pool in Seuth- 
ern Pacific stock, will be looked upon as 
having been an outcome in the failures. 
The Southern Pacific pool was credited 
with holding, at one time, some 300,000 
shares of Southern Pacific stock, and its 
challenge of the control of the Union Pa- 
cific party in the property, and its at- 
tempts to force the payment of dividends 
on the stock, are matters of recent no- 
toriety and with the sequel still pending 
in the court. Aside from the expectation 
of the failures, the realization of the 
fears and the révulsion of feeling reflected 
in the rush of the shorts to cover, with 
the bad news out, there were no influences 
perceptible in the market. News of cooler 
weather in the corn belt counteracted the 
effect of yesterday’s reports of hot winds, 
and the liquidation in progress in the day's 
eotton market was viewed with satisfac- 
tion. The week’s movement of currency 
indicates a cash gain by the local banks 
of upwards of $6,000,009 and news was re- 
ceived of the shipment of another $1,250,- 
00) in gold from Australia to San Fran- 
cisco. — 

The description of the market resolves 
itself into a list of price changes. Rumors 
were numerous all day of financial embar- 
ragsments and the field of these rumors 
was by no means confined to the stock 
exchange or to New York city, but ranged 
the country over. The heavy selling of 
Amalgamated Copper was accompanied 
by very specific rumors of money trou- 
bles which were not substantiated. _
